Some Are of Bootleg Va- 
riety — ‘Best People’ 
Play Them, Says Police 
Chief of Truman’s 
Home Town.

INDEPENDENCE, Mo., March 
24—Slot machines, many of them 
of the bootleg variety, are flour- 
ishing in the private clubs of In- 
dependence, President Harry 
Truman’s home town. 


While the “one-armed bandits” 
—the nickel, dime and quarter 
kind—produce illegal revenue for 
their owners, the city police con- 
tinue their campaign against 
bingo and punchboard operators. 

Across the street from city hall 
the imposing three-story les 
building stands as a tribute to 
the slot machine’s ability to pro- 
duce revenue. The local aerie of 
Eagles, which took over the build- 
ing when the Masons couldn't

ago, paid for it in three years by 
installing a battery of slot ma- 
chines. 

Chief of Police H. F. Phillips 
admitted that “gambling in private 
clubs is just as much a law viola- 
tion as gambling anywhere else.” 

‘Best People’ Play Machines. 

“I don’t know what to think 
about gambling in those clubs,” he 
said. “I am against it, and yet 
our best people belong to the clubs 
and play the slot machines. 

“I am not a member of the 
Eagles or the V.F.W. club but I 
have been in the Rockwood Coun- 
try Club a number of times. How- 
ever, in none of my visits there 
did I actually see a slot machine.” 

Told that a conservative esti- 
mate placed the number of slot 
machines in Independence at 
“more than 30,” Phillips replied, 
“Oh, surely there’s not that many.” 

While admitting the existence 
of club gambling, he said: “As far 
as I know we have no organized 
commercial gambling in Independ- 
ence and haven’t since the old

Jasper County Puts Lid On. 

Meanwhile gambling in Jasper 
county shutdown completely yes- 
terday a few hours after the Post- 
Dispatch correspondent showed 
Prosecuting Attorney Dale Tourte- 
lot a list of 52 slot machines, fed- 
erally taxed and being opérated in 
or near Joplin and Carthage, the 
county seat. 

Sheriff George Hickam, a* 
Carthage, and Chief of Police Roy 
Isgrigg of Joplin said they woulc 
corfduct raids if the gamblers 
tried to resume operations. 

The bar affected back room 
gambling places in bars and night 
clubs which have been going under 
cover. Among the more elaborute 
places where dice players have 
found action recently were Wild- 
er’s and Hidden Acres, both in 
Joplin. 

Many of Joplin’s taverns— 
which have been the source of 
liquor supply for residents of dry 
Oklahoma and Kansas—have. un- 
advertised back rooms in which 
various gambling -enterprises are 
carried on. These include dice, 
poker and parlay cards.

United States Attorney Drake 
Watson was asked by the Post- 
Dispatch whether the use of Slot 
machines or other gambling de- 
vices prohibited by Missouri law 
violates the law if used on Gov- 
ernment property. He replied: 
“T think it is a law violation and 
if anybody will report to Me any 
knowledge of such operation on 
Government property, I will make 
an investigation for the purpose 
of prosecution.” 

Distribution of Machines. 
He said he knew of officers’ 
clubs in the past that had slot ma- 
chines but knew of none in this 
area at present. The Army Ad- 
ministration Center has eight ma- 
chines in the officers’ club and 
seven in the non-commissioned 
officers’ club. The Naval Air Sta- 
tion has its four Machines in the 
officers’ club. The Medical Depot 
officers’ club paid taxes on its 
four machines. 
An Army spokesman in Wash- 
ington told the Post-Dispatch the 
Inspector General had ruled there 
would be no objection to slot ma- 
chines in Army installations, pro- 
vided they were owned by the clubs 
themselves. However, if the ma- 
chines had been placed in the 
clubs by an outside syndicate, 
there would be objection from the 
Army, the Inspector General said. 
Officers of the Army and Navy 
Judge Advocate General's depart- 
ments said they were investigating 
the slot machine situation in serv- 


ice clubs. 

Navy’s View. 
A Navy spokesman in Washing- 
ton said the Navy takes the posi- 
tion that state laws do not apply 
in federal installations.

CHURCHILL in the 


Reception at British Em- 
bassy—4 Former Secre- 
taries of State Invited 
to Meet Ex-Prime Min- 
ister, 


WASHINGTON, March 24 (UP) 
Winston Churchill, Britain’s 
wartime Prime Minister, arrived 
at Union Station this afternoon. 
He will be .the dinner guest of 
President Truman tonight. 

American wartime associates of 
Churchill were invited to meet 
him at a reception late today at 
the British Embassy. 

Churchill and Mrs. * Churchill 
were accompanied here by their 
son-in-law and daughter, Capt. A. 
Christopher Soames. The Church- 
ills are in this country for an I- 
day visit. 

Among those invited to the re- 
ception this afternoon were four 
former secretaries of state—Cor- 
dell Hull, : Edward  Stettinius, 
James F. Byrnes and Gen. George 
C. Marshall... Qthers included 
Vice President Barkley, Speaker 
Rayburn, Cabinet members, Army, 
Navy and Air commanders and 
congressional leaders. 

Then Back to New York. 

The Churchills return to New 
York tomorrow. 

Before he departed from New 
York this noon, Churchill was 
greeted by a crowd of several hun- 
dred persons as he left the apart- 
ment of Bernard Baruch, finan- 
cier and presidential adviser. A 
mechanic working on a large 
apartment house across the street 
shouted, “Hi, Winnie,” and 
Churchill responded with his fa- 
mous “V for victory” signal. 

Beruch and Churchill's daugh- 
ter, Mary, accompanied the party 
to Pennsylvania station. The 
Churchills traveled in a private 
car. 

Appearing to be in the pink of 
condition, the 74-year-old Briton 
arrived here yesterday on the 
liner Queen Elizabeth. 

Also aboard the Queen Eliza- 
beth was Harold J. Laski, former 
ehairman of the British Labor 
party and a political foe of 
Churchill’s. Asked if he thought 
Churchill would continue as lead- 
er of the Conservative party, 
Laski replied: 

“Yes, he will. He will never 
give up. If he were drowning, he 
would come up for the third time 
and say that ‘I will still win.’” 

Henry R. Luce of Time, Inc., 
will give a dinner in Churchill's 
honor tomorrow evening, and the 
New York Times will honor him 
March 28. Both concerns jointly 
published his memoirs. 

The main appearance on his 
schedule is an’ address March 31 
before a gathering at the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, 
at Cambridge, Mass.

WASHINGTON, March 24 (AP) 
—By a one-vote margin, the 
House shelved the Rankin veter- 
ans’ pension bill today. 

A roll-call vote of 208 to 207 
sent the measure back to the vet- 
erans’ committee for further 
study. 

It is possible for the veterans’ 
committee to write a new bill and 
send it back to the House at a 
later date, but Chairman Rankin 
(Dem.), Mississippi, told the 
House the vote to recommit 
meant that the bill is dead. 

“That kills this legislation for 
this Congress,” Rankin said. 

His bill already had been so 
amended that it bore little re- 
semblance to his original propos- 
al for $90-a-month pensions at age 
65 to all World War I and World 
War II veterans. 

The vote to throw it back to 
committee followed a _ series of 
maneuvers on the floor.

When McCormack announced 
the recount a few members ap- 
plauded.

As originally called up, Rankin’s 
bill provided for a pension of $90 
a month to all World War I and 
IT veterans at age 65, regardless 
of financial need. 

Deferred Bonus Plan. 

Before adjourning last night, 
the House tentatively accepted an 
amendment by Representative 
Jacobs (Dem.), Indiana, knecking 
out the $90 pension figure and 
substituting what amounted to a 
deferred bonus. 

The Jacobs plan provided that 
all veterans shall be paid a flat 
$10 a month at age 65, plus an 
additional $l-a-month for each 
month of war service and another 
$3-a-month for each month spent 
in an overseas theater of combat. 

The House also adopted an 
amendment by Representative 
Rogers (Dem.), Florida, estab- 
lishing a financial need yardstick. 
Pensions would be barred to vet- 
erans whose income is more than 
$2000 a year if unmarried, or 
$3000 if married or with depend- 
ents, 

Twice the House refused to ex- 
clude World War II veterans from 
pension benefits. 

The Administration opposed the 
Rankin bill, contending that it 
would cost 125 billion dollars in 
the first 50 years, with the annual 
outlay rising to four billions by 
the year 2000,

WASHINGTON, March 24 (AP) 
—Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, told 
the Senate today he believes that 
more than $1,000,000,000 could be 
sliced off funds proposed for con- 
tinuing European aid without 
slowing down the program. 

He spoke in the opening day’s 
debat on a bill to authorize $5,- 
580,000,000 to keep the Marshall 
plan going for the next 15 months. 
_Chairman Connally (Dem.), 
Texas, of the Foreign Relations 
Committee took issue with Taft. 
Connally said the United States 
has “got to keep feeding the pipe- 
lines” to Europe to prevent any 
break in assistance, He urged 
quick approval of the bill, saying 
the program must be continued 
to bold bolster western Europe 
against “the tawdry theories of 
Communism” and to speed world 
recovery. ‘ 

Trade Figuring Urged. 

Several Republican Senators 
asked that the State department 
investigate British trade with 
Russia before the Senate ap- 
proves any more European Re- 
covery Program aid to Britain. 

Senator Knowland (Rep.), Cali- 
fornia, opened the attack on 
British trade. He read the Sen- 
ate a news dispatch quoting a top 
British official that Britain's trade 
relations with Russia must be 
guided by economic considerations 
alone, and not those of politics. 
Knowland quoted remarks of 
Harold Wilson, president of Brit- 
ain’s Board of Trade, in House of 
Commons debate. 

He asked the State Department 
to determine if Britain, through 
its trade with Russia, was “‘direct-

N.A.M. Invites Russian ‘Peace’ 
Delegates to Tour U.S. Plants 


Meeting Push 


‘Wants Them to See Americans at Work; No 
Indication They Will Accept — Foes of 


Protest Plans. 


NEW YORK, March 24 (AP)— 
Russian delegates to a “world 
peace” conference today were in- 


vited to inspect major American 
factories as opponents of the con- 
ference perfected plans to picket 
the weekend series of meetings. 

The invitation to tour this coun- 
try’s industrial areas was extend- 
ed to the Soviet group by the 
National Association of Manufac- 
turers. Routed through Soviet 
Ambassador Alexander Panyush- 
kin, the invitation expressed be- 
lief that such tours would further 
world peace “as the peoples of 
the world come to know how one 
another work and live... .” There 
was no indication from Soviet 
sources as to whether the Rus- 
sians would accept. ~ 

In a separate letter to Dmitri 
Shostakovich, famed composer and 
leader of the Russian delegation, 
Wallace F. Bennett, president of 
the N.A.M., said he hoped Pan- 
yushgin would approve the tour. 

“We hope sincerely that the 
Ambassador’s approval will be 
forthcoming speedily,” Bennett 
wrote, “and that you and your 
compatriots will be able to take 
advantage of this opportunity to 
see American men and women at 
work and prospering under our 
system of free, individual enter-

Meantime, the State Department 
revealed that it has denied visas 


to two Romanians to attend the 
conference. A spokesman said 
visas originally were approved ‘for 
Matei Socor, director of the Ro- 
manian Broadcasting Co. and 
Emil Petrobibi, director of Klug 
University. But when it was 
learned that they were coming as 
private individuals, and not as 
Romanian Government representa- 
tives, the visas were canceled. 
Earlier, Bucharest had announced 
the two men would not attend the 
conference because their visas had 
not arrived in time. 

Two Congressmen, Representa- 
tives Wood (Dem.), and 
Multer (Dem.), New York, joined 
in echoing Re State Department's 
claim that The meeting would be 
a medium for Communist propa- 
ganda. .

463,000 Men 
-Their ‘Memorial Pe- 
riod’ of Idleness Will 


Terminate Then. 


PITTSBURGH, Pa. March 24 
(AP)—John L. Lewis today or- 
dered his 463,000 idle coal miners 
to return to work Monday. 

An executive order to district 
officers said: “The present memo- 
rial period will terminate Monday, 
March 28. Production may then 
be resumed in all mines and all 
members should make themselves 
available for work on that date.” 

The order was directed to min- 
ers east of the Mississippi who 
have been idle since March 14 in 
a work stoppage Lewis said was 
meant as a memorial to dead and 
injured workers. Lewis said it 
also was a protest against nomi- 
nation of Dr. James Boyd as head 
of the Bureau of Mines. Boyd has 
since been confirmed by the Sen- 
ate by a 50-to-11 vote. 

The closings have cost the min- 
ers about $30,000,000 in wages. 
During the shutdown, coal-carry- 
ing railroads laid off more than 
70,000 employes. 

When the memorial period be- 
gan 10 days ago, the United States 
had a record 70 million tons of 
coal above ground, 40 per cent bet- 
ter than the normal 50 million 
tons. The miners’ memorial, ex- 
perts calculate, will have eaten 
the reserve back down just about 
to normal, by the time the pits 
are opened Monday. 

Few believe the coal operators 
will be able to rebuild the?r strick- 
en stocks in the two short months 
before annual contract negotia- 
tions begin. The present contract 
ends June 30. Lewis is expected 
to begin bargaining about mid- 
May. 

Meanwhile Boyd collected $10,847 
in back pay today and formally 
took over as director.

SECOND MEASURE 
INTRODUCED ON 
SEX PSYCHOPATHS 


Similar to One Offered 
Yesterday — Both De- 
signed to Deal With 
Molesters of Children.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 24 
—A second bill providing author- 
ity for hospital commitment, de- 
tention and treatment of sexual 
psychopaths who molest children, 
or whose condition is found to bea 
threat of danger to other persons, 
was introduced in the House to- 
day. 

The bill was offered by Repre- 
sentative Harry Schendel of St. 
Louis, speaker pro tem of the 
House, who said it was designed 
to deal with an increasing num- 
ber of instances of molestation of 
school children. The bill would 
apply to the entire state. Schen- 
del said the bill was patterned 
after a bill pending in Pennsyl- 
vania, and was not backed by any 
particular group. 

A similar measure was offered 
in the House yesterday afternoon 
by Representative John P, 
O’Reilly of St. Louis. 
| The Schendel bill provides for 
a hearing before a magistrate on 
|the mental condition of any per+ 
son charged with sex offenses, or 
where there is good cause to be- 
‘lieve an individual is a sexual 
psychopath. Provision is made 
for hearings before a magistrate, 
|examination by a board of psy- 
| chiatrists and commitment to a 
mental hospital. Provision also 
ls made for release on probation. 
The O'Reilly bill authorizes 
commitment and treatment in 
State Hospital No. 1, Fulton, of 


| persons found to be “psychopathic ~ 


sexual deviates,” who have at- 
tacked other persons or are con- 
Sidered likely to attack or inflict 
Injury on children or adults. 

Provision is made for filing of 
a complaint by any person with 
the prosecuting attorney of a 
county or the city of St. Louis. 
The prosecuting attorney would 
be authorized to file a petition 
calling for examination and con 
mitment of a suspect to the state 
hospital with any court having 
jurisdiction of misdemeanor 
cases, 

The bill provides for a hearing, 
representation of the defendant 
by counsel, and an examination 
by two qualified physicians se- 
lected by the State Division of 
Mental Diseases. If the petition 
is sustained the judge shall order 
commitment of the defendant to 
the hospital at Fulton. 

Periodic examinations of the 
psychopath after commitment, by 
the Division of Mental Diseases, 
is required by the bill. It pro- 
vides for detention in the hospital 
until such time as the Division 
of Mental Diseases recommends 
release of the patient, subject to 
approval by the court which or- 
dered the commitment.

Home Rule Provision. 

The section they dislike lets 
cities and towns junk rent con- 
trols at any time, provided the 
state Governor approves. That 
went in Tuesday on an amend- 
ment by Senator Fulbright 
(Dem.), Arkansas, 

The House bill has an even 
broader “home rule” provision. 
Under it states, counties, cities or 
smaller political subdivisions 
could decontrol without the Gov- 
ernor’s approval. 

The Senate bill also allows 
states to remove controls when- 
ever the Legislature passes a law 
calling for that and the Gover- 
nor approves. Individual states 
also could take over the control 
program if the Governor certified 
that his state had an adequate 
rent law. 

The Senate measure provides 
for two 5 per cent rent increases, 
provided the cumulative boost 
does not push the tenant’s rent 


F |more than 15 per cent over the 
‘level of June 30, 1947, | 


The first of the two 5 per cent 
hikes could be put into effect 
October 1—but no more April 1, 
be charged April 1, 1950. 

In cases where a tenant’s rent 
already is 15 per cent above the 
June, i947 level, no further in- 
crease could be charged. In cases 
where his rent already has been 
increased 10 per cent, the level 
could be increased five per cent 
Octobr 1—but no more April 1, 
1950. 

The House measure does not 
provide for any outright rent in- 
creases. 


The Senate bill extends federal 


rent controls a flat 12 months | 


and provides for a three-month 
decontrol period. During the 
latter period, no tenant could 
be evicted simply for refusing to 
pay more rent. Hence, the effect 
is a 15-month extension for those 
who want it. 

Dwellings which became vacant 
during the tag-end three months 
would be decontrolled automatic- 
ally. 

Here are other main provisions 


of the Senate bill: 


1. The housing expediter could 
sue landlords for treble damages 
in cases of rent overcharges. The. 
House bill has the same provision. 
Under the present law only ten- 
ants can sue. 

2. Areas which have been 
freed of rent controls could be 
recontrolled if the local advisory 
board recommended it. The 
House has a similar provision.

- tisans for and against the legisla- 
tion, including alumni and officials | 
of the two schools, and large di- | 
vided delegations of Rolla resi-| 
dents, filled the House chamber | 
for the debate. When the hearing | 
ended shortly after midnight, the | 
committee went into brief execu- | 
tive session to vote out the bill 
with a recommendation for | 
gaze. 
Representative B. H. Rucker | 
of Rolla, sponsor of the bill and’ 
chairman of the committee which 
approved it, outlined the purposes 
of his measure when the hearing 
opened. 

It is intended, he said, to take 
the School of Mines, a division 
of the University of Missouri, 
from the control of President, 
Frederick A. Middlebush of the’ 
University and Leslie Cowan, uni- | 
versity vice president in charge 
of business operations. Rucker 
charged that they “have been 
Tunning the school by remote con- 
trol.” 

The bill would continue the 
@chool under the general jurisdic- | 
tion of the board of curators of | 
the University of Missouri. It 
would, however, place the School | 
of Mines under the independent | 
administrative supervision of a) 
director appointed by the cura-| 
tors, thus divorcing the institu- | 
tion from the Middlebush-Cowan | 
administration. 

Loss of Prestige Cited. | 


The large majority of the Rolla | 
school’s alumni at the hearing 
strongly opposed the measure, as- | 
gerting the engineering institution | 
has prospered as a division of the | 
University. They warned that loss | 
of prestige, which they said would 
result by cutting off its close as- 
gociation with the university, | 
would be detrimental to the | 
school’s scholastic standing. | 

It was argued that if there were | 
administrative separation, gradu- 
ates of the school would not re- 
ceive: a University of Missouri 
diploma, as they do now, but 
would only get a diploma of the 
School of Mines.

For a Municipal Stadium 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The present difficulty between the two 
St. Louis baseball clubs tend to empha- 
size the urgent need for a municipally- 
owned athletic stadium in this city. 

As a leader in the sports world, St. 
Louis’ activity has been limited to the 
fine play of the Cardinals and the St. 
Louis University basketball team. Our 
hometown fans have shown repeatedly 
their enthusiastic support of a team 
contending for top honors, as manifested 
by the attendance for the last two years 
at the Billikens’ basketball games. 

In football St. Louis cannot boast of 
any representation nationally. Neither 
of the two local universities has been 
able to put an outstanding team on the 
gridiron for decades. As a result no 
top national teams visit this city. 

A realistic approach of the reason for 
this lies in the inability of either univer- 
sity to promise any guaranteed “gate.” 
We must admit that it takes money to 
build a competitive football team in 
this day of big-business college football. 
Neither Francis Field nor Walsh Sta- 
dium can accommodate enough paying 
customers to make sufficient money for 
this purpose. If a large stadium were 
built, it would not be too long before St. 
‘Louis could come up with another Notre 
Dame. 

St. Louis has no professional football 
‘team for the same reason. It has been 
suggested that Sportsman’s Park be used 
for this purpose. However, anyone famil- 
iar with professional football knows that 
@ once-a-week crowd of approximately 
33,000 would not provide an adequate in- 
come for such an undertaking. 

The solution seems to be in building 
an 80,000 to 90,000 capacity stadium. Let 
the city build it with funds raised 
through a bond issue. With the Cardi- 
nals as a summer tenant, the universi- 
ties in the winter, and possibly a pro- 
fessional football team, the revenue to 
the city would be appreciable. Add to 
this an occasional big-name fight card, 
and a circus now and then, and the ven- 
ture would not be a poor investment. 

Should the Post-Dispatch, and the oth- 
er local papers get behind an idea such 
as this, I am sure it could be done. 

St. Louis has always attempted to be 
a leader as a city. Why should it lag 
behind such cities as Chicago and Cleve-

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G-Day at St. Joseph 

Charles Binaggio’s invasion of St. Joseph is no 
surprise. The Kansas City big shot is obviously 
planning large operations throughout the west- 
ern part of Missouri. He has been very active 
since Gov. Donnelly left office. St. Joseph is 
an ideal spot for his operations because gam- 
bling already exists there. It is just a case 
of muscling in on an existing situation. And 
Binaggio, Kansas City representative of the Ca- 
pone syndicate, has the muscle. 


This hoodlum is a political lieutenant of Gov. 
Smith and likes to flaunt this fact. Last Dec. 2, 
he had the nerve to attend a Democratic caucus 
at Jefferson City, at which. the lower House of 
the Assembly was organized. Binaggio is not a 
member of the Legislature and had no right to 
sit in the caucus—a kind of session usually jeal- 
ously guarded from outsiders. It never has been 
explained how Binaggio was permitted to enter. 


St. Joseph’s complacence about gambling is 
notorious. That city has what is called a “polite 
system of licensing gambling.” This means that 
gamblers are arrested about once every six 
weeks, slapped on the wrist with a fine and 
turned loose to resume their activities. It is a 
system that long has been followed in Madison 
county, IIl., under ex-State’s Attorney C. W. Bur- 
ton and is now being continued under his suc- 
cessor, Austin Lewis. 


Whenever a community tolerates gambling in 
this fashion, it invites underworld leaders from 
elsewhere to seize control. Sometimes, this is 
done by sheer intimidation. At other times, it 
is done by murdering the right persons. In the 
past, it has often led to a veritable reign of ter- 
ror, with public officials merely looking on or 
established on the payroll of the warring groups. 

In prohibition days, the underworld got a 
taste of big money and it also learned the prin- 
ciples of organization. Money from illicit liquor 
is no longer attainable, so the various mobs— 
notably the Capone syndicate—turned to the 
gambling racket on a huge scale. In the case of 
racing, they have’ proceeded by capturing con- 
trol of racing news services, upon which book- 
makers: are dependent for their information. 
These news services are the nerve center of the 
huge race gambling industry. 

‘Millions of Americans like to gamble and do 
gamble. They play poker and bridge in their 
homes. The urge to gamble cannot be eradicated 
from the human race. But there is a vast dif- 
ference between friendly private games and com- 
mercialized gambling. The latter invariably in- 
volves the corruption of public officials, because 
commercialized gambling cannot prosper without 
their connivance. 

Such corruption infects the whole public serv- 
ice. Moreover, it leaves open a battleground for 
rival gamblers. All this is primer stuff, but it 
badly needs restating in Missouri just now. Big- 
shot gamblers like Binaggio have construed Gov. 
Smith’s election as a green light. They are not 
discouraged by his repeated remarks that he 
favors enforcement of the law. They regard 
those remarks as mere commonplaces. 

The gamblers will not believe the Governor 
until his remarks are translated into tough ac- 
tion by police boards, prosecutors and courts. 
That’s why the Post-Dispatch is keeping the 
white light of publicity on the whole gambling 
question. The moment the press and authorities 
relax, the hoodlums will attempt to invade St. 
Louis as they have St. Joseph. 

There are huge sums of money at stake for the 
hoodlums if they succeed—a veritable 1949 Gold 
Rush. That’s why they are so bold and so 
determined.

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The Senate’s Newest Member 


The appointment of Dr. Frank Porter Graham, 
president of the University of North Carolina, to 
the vacancy in the United States Senate belongs 
among those fortunate things that happen once 
in a blue moon. It is a great credit to the ex- 
ecutive who appointed him, Gov. Kerr Scott, and 
a notable compliment to the people of North 
Carolina whom the Senator-designate will serve. 

In naming Dr. Graham, the Governor resisted 
the clamor of party politicians in favor of a man, 
who has helped make Chapel Hill one of the 
brightest lights for free inquiry burning in the 
United States.

Senator is a stanch citizen in the sound Ameri- 
can tradition of untrammeled investigation out 
of which come honest conclusions and their fear- 
less application. The Senate will be decorated 
in the best sense by the mind and spirit and 
determination of Frank P. Graham. He ranks 
ninety-sixth only in seniority. By important 
other tests, he will take his place at the outset 
high on the rolls.

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A Pattern Taking Form? 

‘A comparison of the Senate vote on the “local 
option” rent amendment with that on the new 
filibuster rule shows the same coalition of 
Dixiecrats and Republicans hard at work. 

Nineteen Democrats voted for the rent bill 
amendment. Sixteen of these voted for the new 
rule which entrenches the filibuster. Two others 
were paired in favor of the coalition filibuster 
rule. In other words, only one Democrat voted 
for the rent amendment who did not also line up 
for the filibuster rule. That one Democrat is 
Gillette of Iowa. 

Twenty-six Republicans voted for the rent 
amendment. Twenty-five of these G.O.P. Sena- 
tors voted for the inter-party filibuster rule. 
Thus, only one Republican voted for the rent 
amendment who did not also vote with the fili- 
buster coalition. This one Republican is Fergu- 
son of Michigan. 

Much the same pattern runs through opposi- 
tion to the rent control amendment. Twenty- 
eight Democrats voted against the amendment. 
Fourteen of these voted against the filibuster 


_ rule and three others were paired in opposition. 


Thus, 17 or a majority of the Democrats who 
voted against rent control were also recorded 
against the filibuster rule. 

Seven Republicans voted against the rent 
amendment. A majority of these seven also 
voted against the filibuster coalition. The Re- 
publicans who voted with the Truman Democrats 
both times’ were Aiken of Vermont, Langer of 
North Dakota, Lodge of Massachusetts and Tobey 
of New Hampshire. 

This makes even plainer than before that the 
Administration must pull itself together, organ- 
ize its program in a schedule and go to work on 
a basis which will recruit the support of the pro- 


gressive Republicans. If the Administration 
does not do this, the filibuster combination, now 
repeated on the rent control amendment, could 
become a pattern and that would be fatal to the 
Fair Deal. 
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Two Veterans’ Raids 

Veterans’ pensions bills are under considera- 
tion at Washington and at Jefferson City. In the 
United States House of Representatives, John 
Rankin’s pension bill has just been shelved 
and Rankin says it is dead for this session. 
That was a fine day’s work by the House, 

In the Missouri House,-~a bonus scheme has 
been introduced, Its provisions for raising the 
money were devised to conceal, if they could 
not correct, the fault that wrecked a similar 
proposal at a referendum last year. 

The proposal to pay a $150,000,000 bonus 
finds the state treasury in much the same 
predicament as the federal. Appropriations to 


mental hospitals and direct aid to unemployables 


are being held far below actual requirements. 
In the final outcome, much of it would have 


to come from the very veterans to whom it was. 


paid. It would be robbing Peter to pay Paul. 
Veterans generally saw that last year when it 
was proposed to double the sales tax in order to 
raise the funds. The American Legion and the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars, which are spearhead- 
ing the bonus and pension campaigns every- 
where, reversed themselves and opposed the bill 
in Missouri. é, i 

The new bill tries to cover up this fact by re- 
stricting the taxes to luxuries, mechanical amuse- 
ment devices, vending machines, liquor, beer, 
wine and corporation incomes. Veterans would 
pay much ofthese taxes also. 

We hope the legislators at Jefferson City will 
cut down these raids on the public treasuries 
as the legislators at Washington have done. 
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To Prevent Sex Crimes 

The way to. deal with sexual attacks on chil- 
dren is to commit the offenders to mental insti- 
tutions. So recommends the Children’s Pro- 
tective Association. A bill to that effect has 
just been introduced in the Legislature by Rep- 
resentative O’Reilly of St. Louis. Another, 
drawn up for the association, will be introduced 
next week. 

If present measures were not grossly inade- 
quate, the recent wave of such offenses would 
not have occurred. In particular, a case like 
that of an 8-year-old girl at Meramec School 
would not have occurred. There the confessed 
offender, Weldon Boman, a freight handler, had 
been fined $100 for molesting four girls in the 
same neighborhood three years ago. What kind 
of deterrent to crime is a $100 fine? As a pen- 
alty it is little enough, and as a cure or a pre- 
ventive it is nothing at all. 

Though it is good enough in itself, the Pro- 
tective Association’s bill would, if enacted, be 
largely a paper law unless it were dealt with as 
part of the whole problem of Missouri's care of 
the mentally ill. Thére is not enough money for 
the state hospitals and there is not enough 
trained personnel. 

Child-molesters either could not be entered, 
for lack of room, or, if entered, would not re- 
ceive adequate treatment for lack of trained per- 
sonnel. The usual result, in the latter case, is 
that the patient is released after a while, unim- 
proved, and repeats his crimes. 

The Children’s Protective Association should 
widen its efforts to make sure that a child- 
molester who is committed to an institution is 
actually placed there, that he receives adequate 
treatment, and that he is not released until he is 
no longer a menace to children, even if it means 
his permanent retention. 

A good practical step right now would be to 
suggest that Gov. Smith and the Legislature in- 
crease the severely inadequate budget provisions 
which are contemplated for mental hospitals. 
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The Missouri House has tentatively approved 
“The Missouri Waltz” as the state song. The 
way the state Legislature is moving these days, 
however, it'd have to be a slow waltz. 
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That Shockley Reversal 


State Representative Tom A. Shockley of 
Waynesville complains that the Post-Dispatch 
“never says anything good about the Missouri 
Legislature.” Mr. Shockley is wrong. We have 
said good things about the Legislature many 
times. 

Just to prove that Mr. Shockley is wrong, we 
will say something good about the Legislature 
right now: The House acted in the interests 
of the people of Missouri when it voted Tuesday 
to reject the resolution which would sabotage 
non-partisan, scientific conservation of wildlife. 
That 62-to-57 vote was a good day’s work and the 
majority who voted for it deserve credit for 
their public service. 

We wish we could let this compliment stand 
without qualification. But we can’t. The very 
next day, the House turned around and reversed 
itself. The Shockley meat hounds noted that 
some of their opponents were out of the cham- 
ber. They scared up a few more of their boys, 
cajoled others into voting with them and in a 
surprise move got through a reconsideration. 
Then they put over a motion to perfect the reso- 
lution, 66 to 55. 

The second vote was as bad as the first was 
good. If it should be followed by passage in the 
House and Senate, Missouri taxpayers will be 
put to the needless expense of a referendum on 
an issue that has been passed on by either the 
people or in the Legislature six times beginning 
in 1936. Each time the decision has been against 
political mismanagement of conservation. 


Now the resolution goes before the House for 
final consideration. It must have 78 votes to 
pass. This means that it now lacks 12 votes. 
‘The meat hounds will beat,the bushes to round 
up every possible vote needed to put it over. 
The friends of conservation ‘should be just as 
alert to gain votes for the preservation of the 
Conservation Commission against political on- 
slaughts. They should show that under non- 
partisan conservation hunting and fishing have 
increased threefold and still great progress has 
been made in increasing the state’s wildlife. 


We hope we will have something good to say 
about the House after it votes finally on the 
Shockley meat hound resolution. But if the 
House votes to set Missouri back a generation, 
our criticism will be only a small part of the 
criticism that will rise up all over the state. 

The House was right the first time. It should 
get right on conservation and then it showld 
stay right.

But what Congress must consider is the 
hard fact that air groups don’t spring out 
of a lamp; the nation comes by them 
through the expenditure of dollars by the 
billions. And every dollar spent on long- 
range aircraft is a dollar that must be 
taken away from 
some other branch of 
the service. If 15 bil- 
lion dollars is the ap- 
proximate top limit 
of our budget for the 
Armed Forces, the 
problem is how to 
get the maximum se- 
curity for that 
amount, 

There is no shred 
of evidence to sup- 
port the contention 
that the Air Force 
could win the next 
war single handed, 
There is overwhelm- 
ing evidence that any war fought within 
the next 10 or 20 years will have to be 
fought and won by team play involving 
powerful forces in the air, on land and on 
and under the sea. 


The recent globe-circling flight of a 
B-50 bomber, thrilling and spectacular as 
it was, did not negate this evidence, but, 
on the contrary, supported it. The B-50 
had to refuel four times; the refueling 
planes had to fly from bases remote from 
the continental United States. For any 
continuing military operation, those bases 
would have to be supplied by sea, and the 
supply ships would have to be protected by 
warships and Carrier-borne aircraft cross 
thousands of miles of open sea. 

We give full credit to the strategic Air 
Forces for administering the final knock- 
out punch to Japan in World War II. But 
it would be unrealistic of the Air Force to 
withhold credit from the Navy and ground 
forces for blazing a slow and hotly con- 
tested trail across the Pacific, for defend- 
ing that sea lane every moment, for wrest- 
ing the Marianas and Iwo Jima and Oki- 
nawa from the enemy foot by foot to pro- 
vide air bases, and for hauling fuel and 
men and ¢upplies in tremendous quanti-

ties to make those bases available to the 
great bombers so they could deliver the 
knockout punch. 


The Air Force can have no vastly differ- 
ent scheme in mind for the next war. Its 
70 groups would be useless without the 
same kind of ‘closely integrated support. 


Yet we have heard this said by no air- 
man. All we have heard is, “Give us the 
70 groups,” with the implication that the 
nation can then consider itself quite se- 
cure. 


The nation is entitled to the whole pic- 
ture, and Congress will be negligent in its 
duty if it does not demand and obtain and 
publish the whole picture, complete with 
price tag. What proportion of the total 
military budget will be required to fit out 
70 air groups? How much will that leave 
for sea, naval air and ground forces? 


If a 70-group Air Force is built, will we 
be able, with the remaining funds, to main- 
tain the support strength required to ren- 
der the Air Force effective? Or will we 
find ourselves stuck with an Air Force 
second to none and no way to use it? 


There is danger that the United States 
may get into the same dangerous psycho- 
logical condition that France got into be- 
hind her vaunted Maginot Line. There was 
a case where France put all her eggs in 
one basket, and then sat back, fancying 
herself secure. She learned too late that 
defense in World War II had to consist of 
many elements—a powerful air force, 
ample armored equipment, competent in- 
fantry. No one element—and least of all 
a network of ground fortresses—would suf- 
fice. . 

We have infinitely more confidence in a 
substantial air force than in any system 
of ground fortifications; strategic bombing 
is becoming increasingly the decisive fac- 
tor in offense. Perhaps at some remote 
time in the future all military operations 
will be airborne. But not yet. 

As yet, victory must depend upon the 
efficient movement of vast tonnages of sup- 
plies by surface, upon the deployment of 
mechanized divisions against mechanized 
divisions; upon the seizure and mainte- 
nance of bases of operation close to the 
enemy's lines. That’s how it is in 1949; 
that’s how it will be in 1954 or 1959. 

And that happens to be the period we 
are concerned with, in the preparations we 
are making with the not unlimited funds 
the economy can spare.

Two Doubtful Points. 


Whether it would actually ratse 
those standards is, in my opinion, 
highly doubtful. My doubts of a 
federal health insurance system 
are chiefly on two points: 

1. The excessive cost of the 
bureaucratic apparatus necessary 
to administer such a system on a 
nation-wide basis. Allied to this 
is the question of medical stan- 
dards under an act that would 
almost, surely make concessions 
to administration by the separate 
states. 

2. The net effect of a federal 
health insurance system might 
well be merely to spread even 
thinner the existing facilities for 
medical care. The problem is to 
increase facilities rather than to 
disperse what already exists. 

But those who attack health in- 
surance with the word “socialized” 
are even more vulnerable than the 
Prpponents of the system. They 
talk as though defeat of the fed- 
eral proposal were.an end in it- 
self. Behind much of what they 
say is the implication that we can 
let well enough alone. That is the 
tone of many of the letters that 
have come to me in response to a 
previous column on this issue. 
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Magnuson. 


Healthy Discussion. 


This is not, to be sure, the view 
of those who have looked at the 
facts with some objectivity. There 
are glaring weaknesses in health 
standards, in hospitalization and in 
medical care in this country. 

One thing the federal proposal 
has done is to stir widespread dis- 
cussion of health and medical 
care. In my opinion, if it had 
done nothing else it would have 
been enormously worthwhile. Com- 
placency and smugness cannot be 
tolerated if the American system

“As a professional medical man, 
I am distressed to hear the emo- 
tional] arguments used by those, on

ical care. It seems to me that the 
proponents of both extremes miss 
the point—the heart of the prob- 
lem is the lack of diagnostic and 
public health facilities,” 

Dr. Magnuson proposes diagnos- 
tic clinics accessible to all the 
population, equipped with the most 
modern facilities for complete 
health examinations and staffed 
| with the highest.type medical and 
| professional personnel available. 
Financial support would ‘come 
from the Federal Government, 
state and local governments, and 
private contributions. 

The second proposal comes from 
Senator Taft of Ohio, who agrees 
with Dr. Magnuson that one of 
the chief problems to be solved is 
protection for low- and middle- 
income *families who often find 
themselves ruined by a long ill- 
ness. In a speech in Pittsburgh, 
‘Senator Taft advanced a four- 
point program calling for a wide 
range of federal assistance to raise 
standards of medical care. 


Action Is Overdue. 


Senator Taft gets at a basic 
weakness—the shortage of doctors 
—in his recommendation that the 
Federal Government = subsidize 
medical students or medical 
schools, or both. To remedy the 
acute shortage in rural areas he 
suggests a federal subsidy to the 
states which would in turn under- 
write medical care in poor districts. 

In all this discussion is the base 
for concrete, constructive action 
that cannot be considered as vio- 
lating American principles. The 
time for such action is overdue. 

The danger is that the propa- 
gandists will so becloud and con- 
fuse the whole question as to pro- 
duce stalemate and a futile sense 
that nothing can be done. That is 
the strategy of those who would 
block any social change whatso- 
ever. In a democracy that is a 


dangerous strategy. 


BURTON J. RENDRICK 
BIOGRAPHER, DIES 


Winner of Pulitzer Prizes Suc- 
cumbs at-77 After Long 
Writing Career. 


NEW YORK, March 24 (AP)— 
Burton J. Hendrick, author who 
won Pulitzer prizes in biography 
and history, died yesterday at 
Roosevelt Hospital. He was 77 
years old. 

Hendrick’s writing career began 
toward the end of the last century 
when he served as editor of the 
New Haven (Conn.) Morning 
News. Later he joined the staff 
of the New York Evening Post 
and McClure’s Magazine. For 14 
years he was associate editor 
of the magazine World’s Work. 

His “Life and Letters of Walter 
H. Page,” the American ambassa- 
dor to Great Britain from 1913 to 
1918, was awarded the Pulitzer 
prize as the best American bi- 
ography of 1922. 

Hepdrick’s “The Training of An 
Amefican” also won a Pulitzer 
biography prize in 1928. He was 
co-author with Adm. William 
Sowden Sims of “The Victory at 
Sea” which earned a $2000 Pulit- 
ger prize as the best book pub- 
lished in 1920 on American his- 


His last work was “Lincoln’s 
War Cabinet” which described the 
Civil War President’s difficulties 
with his cabinet. 

For several years he was secre- 
tary of the National Institute of 
Arts and Letters. 

Among his best known books 
were: “Life of Andrew Carnegie,” 
“The Lees of Virginia,” “States- 
men of the Lost Cause” and with 
Mary Doughty Gorgas “William 
Crawford Gorgas, His Life and 
Work.” 

He was a native of New Haven, 
Conn.

lantic Treaty May End 
War Threat. 


The North Atlantic Treaty may 
well mark an end to the threat 
of war and the beginning of a 
United States of Europe, Leonard 
W. Brockington, noted Canadian 
attorney, said last night. He 
spoke at a meeting sponsored 
jointly by Bar Association of St. 
Louis and the Law School Alumni 
Association of Washington Uni- 
versity at the St. Louis Medical 
Society auditorium. 

“The overwhelming majority of 


the English-speaking people in 
Canada support the North Atlan- 
tic pact, as do most of the 
French-speaking peoples,” he said. 
“Canada considers itself as a 
protagonist in establishing the 
pact. 

“It should be a step in the di- 
rection of peace and it will have 
an effect on the waywardness of 


Russia. And in any event, we 
shall do what all free nations 
must do: We shall prepare our 
hearts for the best and our arms 
for the worst.” 

Brockington, former chairman 
of the Board of Governors of the 
Canadian Broadcasting Corp., and 
a special war-time assistant to 
the Canadian Prime Minister, 
bears a striking resemblance 
when on the speaking platform 
to Winston Churchill. He hunches 
over the podium and glares at 
his audience, his feet spread wide 
apart and his hands clasped be- 
hind him. 

He traced the growth of Can- 
ada and the United States, de- 
scribed the factors that tied both 
countries together and said that 
above all, “we believe in individ- 
ualism and the sanctity of human 
life and the necessity of moulding 
the state to the service of man.” 

“At times like the present,” he 
said, referring again to the North 
Atlantic pact, “we know how near 
and how remote is the vision of 
a kindly earth blessed by a uni- 
versal law. Sometimes it is s80 
near that one can almost reach 
out and touch it.”

DIESEL ENGINE 
TO RUN ONLY ON AIR 
SOUGHT IN TESTS 


Operation From Coal Dust 
Already Accomplished 
by Scientist. 


RALEIGH, N. C., March 24 
(INS) — Engineering experts at 
North Carolina State College are 
trying to make a diesel engine 
run on just air. 

Professor Robert B. Rice is con- 
ducting the experiments that may 
ultimately lead to a cheap and 
plentiful source of fuel. He said 
it is not unlikely that his engines 
ultimately will run on air. 

He spoke of ozone, air ionized 
by electricity. A quantity of ozone, 
under compression and mixed 
with coal dust, could produce an 
explosion approaching the power 
of an atomic blast.

“T intend to find out through 
the courts if this right exists. If 
there is such a right I should not 
be deprived of my means of liveli- 
hood for negotiating such a sale.”

Crane, I’ve been taking several courses in economics,” he 

said, “but I think some of my teachers are too theoretical. 
They remind me of the typical 

absent-minded professor. Their 

rosy ‘theories keep them up in the 

stratosphere, whereas business 

really transpires down here on 

terra firma, They learnedly discuss 

money and banking and occasion- 

ally wax eloquent about what is 

wrong with our economic system, 

but if they know so much, why 

don’t they put it into practice? If 

they understand economics, they 

should be able to make millions on 

the stock market. If they are such 

big shots in the field of banking and finance, why don’t they 
go into business and earn big salaries, instead of staying on 
a $5000 to $7000 college professor’s salary and then showing 
@ sour grapes attitude toward business men who actually know 
business and prove it by making real money in that field? 
Why, one of my instructors in economics, who holds a Ph.D. 
degree and sounds like a Communist because of his constant 
ridicule of American business, recently borrowed $300 from one 
of our branch loan offices. He thus pays 2% per cent per 
month, or 30 per cent per year for this loan. And weren’t some 
of Roosevelt’s ‘brain trusters’ also former college professors 
of economics?” 

ALTHOUGH COLLEGE professors can often view business 
with a new perspective and occasionally make very valid 
criticisms of current methods and technique, you business men 
must never be unduly impressed with a teacher's college 
degrees. The professors in law and medicine, dentistry and 
engineering are usually men who have also attained success in 
the actual practice of those professions. They are thus not pure 
theorists. But the professors in our Liberal Arts colleges are 
all too often of the sort whom Perry is indicting. Professors 
of economics, for example, are not required to prove their 
ability by successfully operating a business before they get up 
in front of a group of students and criticize our American 
business men or this “free enterprise” system, There is also 
far too much radicalism in American colleges. Some of this is 
good, for an institution or a government goes to seed and 
becomes ultra- conservative unless it meets frequent criticism. 
But it is unwise to fill the minds of inexperienced college stu- 
dents almost exclusively with theories propounded by professors 
almost equally inexperienced with the real problems of life.

“Take two tablespoons of chopped 
onions, two tablespoons of butter, 
two tablespoons of chopped pars- 


ley, one-half pound of sliced fresh 
mushrooms, three fourths cup of 
dry white wine, three fourths cup 
of fish stock or water, one pound 
of fresh or frozen fillets. Rub the 
bottom of a shallow baking pan 
with the butter. Then sprinkle 
the parsley, onions, mushrooms 
and place the filets on top of these 
ingredients.

Let 
this come to a boil on top of the 
stove and then bake in a moder 
ately hot oven (375 degrees) for 
about 20 minutes depending on the 
thickness of the filet, Then re- 
move the fillets on a platter.

NEW YORK, Wednesday. 
HAVE just had an opportunity 
to read a number of things 
that piled up while I was on

There is certainly plenty of room 
for study of the human factor in 
international relations, and Mr. 
Bullitt should be able to give them 
some interesting -points on the 
human factor in ambassadorial 
relationship.

of the phrase ‘best man’ comes 
down to us from cave-man days 
when marriage was carried out 
by capture.

Answer: Very interesting, and 
anyone 
know what cave men did or what 
customs they had? No record of 
them exists except a few frag- 
ments of skulls, some stone weap- 
ons and some primeval drawings 
scratched on the walls of caves. 

The term best man is strictly 
English, The German term is 
Brautfuehrer, “bridal leader.” The 
French is temoin, “witness.” The 
Spanish is padrino de boda

tribes; they may also have been 
accompanied by friends who would 
fight a delaying action with the 
pursuers. I don’t know; it was 
long before my time. 

But whatever they did do or 
did not do has nothing whatever 
to do with the English term best 
man or the office of a best man 
at a modern wedding. 

The best man is so called be- 
cause he is the groom’s best 
friend (often a brother) among

Recently I read another falla- 
cious theory about the origin of 
the custom of throwing rice at 
the bride and groom.

F marriage is a partnership, 
| now shall the income be di- 
vided? 

Mrs. B. raises this question, “I 
suppose in most homes, after the 
bills are paid, there is nothing left 
to divide,” she suggests.

We have been married 
six years. My husband has a 
steady income. I have a very un- 
steady one. In some years I have 
earned almost nothing, but one 
year I earned more than he did. 
It is hard to work out a budget 
under such conditions.” 

In that case, Mrs. B., you will 
doubtless have to revise. the 
scheme occasionally to take ac- 
count of changing conditions, One 
idea comes from the life of Alice 
Duer Miller, famous novelist, writ- 
ten by her husband, Henry Wise 
Miller. 

In their early years, when 
neither earned much, they had a 
common fund, both putting in 
everything that came to hand and 
sharing equally. 

When he made more than she 
did, she had part of his and all of 


hers. 

In a third stage, her earnings 
greatly exceeded his, then he had 
all of his and part of hers. 

In later years they settled down 
to the tranquility of giving each 
other presents. 

Such a system would likely work 
only with a mature couple who 
felt that they were genuinely part- 
ners.

On Early Painting. 

Somewhere in our files we have 
an interesting collection of letters 
from people who found that the 
paint on the outside walls of their 
house was peeling off, cracking or 
just had never got around to get- 
ting hard. Now all of these com- 
plaints can be caused by many 
different things but we'll bet al- 
most anything but money that 
most of them are due to the sim- 
ple fact that the wood was moist 
when the paint went on. 

Wood siding can pick up mois- 
ture in two ways. It can absorb 
moisture from rain, ice and snow 
er it can become wet as the re- 
sult of water vapor passing 
through the interior walls, strik- 
ing the cold siding and condensing 
into a liquid. Anyway, just be- 


cause there are a few dry days 
it dots not mean that the wood 
siding is bone dry. It may take 
several weeks or even months be- 
fare all that moisture inside the 
wood gets out. And all this gets 
us around to the business of 
painting the outside in the very 
early spring. It’s a lot safer to 
wait until summer or even fall, 
when you are sure that the wood 
is dry, than to start slapping paint 
on wet wood and then spending 
the rest of the summer wonder- 
ing what in the world went wrong. 


Sweet and sour red cabbage 
makes an excellent accompani- 
ment for baked, broiled or fried 
fish. Use lemon juice or cider 
vinegar for the “sour” taste and 
try brown sugar for the “sweet.”

ARLY in its history of 600 
E years, the original subject of 

this saying was altered. It was 
first gruel. And in the change 
from gruel] to fat came somthing 
of a change in the significance of 
the metaphor. 

In 1399, William Langland, the 
famous author of the old English 
work called “Piers Plowman,” ex- 
pressed the idea in its then cur- 
rent form. Although the Middle 
English words of the original lines 
are hardly more comprehensible, 
in this instance, than a foreign 
language, they translate into a 
statement that the pottage was 
ruined and the pot cast down 
amidst the coals! This was the 
14th éentury vintage of “the fat’s 
in the fire.” It was an allusion to 
failure and, accordingly, to loss 
or waste. 

And Langland’s is not the first 
record of the expression. Twenty- 
five years earlier Chaucer wrote 
this: 


“This night shal I make it wel,

hanging pastry down over the 
sharp edge of the tart pan to 
trim. Then the pastry should be 
very adequately pricked so as to 
preserve the shape while baking. 

If tart pans are not available, 
then big muffin tins may be 
used for shaping and baking the 
shells. Cut a circle of stiff paper 
just large enough to fit over out- 
side bottom and sides of each 
muffin ring and barely touch 
the flat sheet of the muffin tin. 
Lay this pattern on pastry and 
trace around it to obtain uniform 
circles of pastry. Lay pastry over 
muffin cups. Pinch the edge of 
pastry circle at equal distances 
to take up the excess at the edge 
and make it fit snugly against 
bottom of muffin cups—then 
prick thoroughly and bake just 
as you would a single crust pie
